An eflfort will be made to have -the

"When the registration is complete," 
said Rent Director Howard, "all ten- 
ants in the four-county area will be 
provided wiih a copy of the foriu 
which -will show the rent charged on 
all units on March 1, 19-J2, the basic 
maximum rent fixed by the regula- 
tion." 

Liable to Penalty 

Howard warned property owners nr 
agents of their liability to penalties for 

I failure or refusal to comply Avith regis- 
tration rcnuirements. In this connec- 

|tion he listed four possibile penalties 
to the dL-liufpicnt owner or^igent: 

1. He will forfeit the right to file 
any petition or receive -a'liy recogni- 
tion by the rent director. 

2. In any eviction or other pro- 
ceedings in the courts in this area, the 
court will ihe advised of such non-com- 
pliance. Any tenant may set up this 
fact in defense in any such nrtioii. 

3. A presumption will be created 
that failure lo register is nioti\-ated by 
an attempt to conceal non-compliance 
wh!i the maximum legal Tcnt require- 
nient. In snch cases the penalties pro- 
vided by law are severe. 

4. The law requires that no owner 
or agent may make any new contracts 
or agreements for the rciitnl of any 
unit not registered. Any such con- 
tracts or agreements will Ajc regarded 
as invalids. 

Registration Simple 
"This regis-tration is a simple ■pro- 
cess," .Howard -continued. Within a 
short distance of c\'ery landlord in the 
■area, forms and postage-free envel- 
opes can bo obtarncd. It requires only 
a few minntes to fill out the triplicate 
form required. Once filled out, the 
landlord mails the form to the rent of- 
fice. One copy will remain on, file in 
the rent ofTice, one will he rcturneil 



Must Report Change of Tenants 

In the event of a tenant sub-letting 
to one or mwe persons not member^ 
of his family, all or part of the dwell- 
ing he has rented himself, the tenant 
then must submit a registration state- 
ment. When he rents to three or 
more persons, he registers on the form 
winch covers hotels, rooming and 
boarding houses.

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Planned Socialization Admitted 

The drive to cocialize the electric power resources 
of this nation does not consist of isolated and unrelated 
incidents. It is, instead, a national campaign— carefully 
planned and integrated. Every local campaign is part 
of tlie whole, as devastating as any foreign aggression 
plot to destroy democracies. 

Any one can see that simply by looking at a map. 
In the Southeast, the TVA has an abnost 100 per cent 
electric monopoly in whole states — and it is constantly 
.enlarging its power-producing and distributing facilities. 
In the Middlewest, such experiments as the Loup River 
project in Nebraska are doing their part to ruthlessly and 
needlessly destroy private ownership in one of the most 
•essential and progressive industries in that state. In 
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California, Boulder Dam, Shasja Dam and other ventures 
are advancing the alien cause of socialism. Similar 
projects are doing the same in Oklahoma, Texas and 
other states. And in the Pacific Northwest, the drive 
toward total socialization of tlie electric power industry 
reaches its climax. Now pending in Congress is a Co- 
lumbia River Power Authority bill which, if passed, 
would make all that area's power resources, privately- 
owned and municipally-owned alike, subject to czar-like 
control of a group of Washington politicians. 

The public-power zealots used to say that such proj- 
ects as the TVA and the rest were primarily for naviga- 
tion, flood control and irrigation, and that power was only 
a by-product. Now that dishonest camouflage has been 
abandoned. Recently, a Federal power authority in 
South Carolina said, in a brief presented to the courts, 
that "the object of the named projects (Bonneville, 
TVA and Boulder), and of scores of others that have 
since been undertaken, was to socialize ... the business of 
producing and distributing electric energy." There in 
a sentence, is the truth at last. 

Socialized electricity would mean that a Washing- 
ton clique of politicians would have the power of life and 
death over the industries and communities of every state. 
It would mean that state and local rights would be dca- 

troycd.

NEW YOHK — Planes arc steadily 
erowlng Inrfier under the compulsion 
of war. Already they transport para- 
chutists, now eolled skylnfantry. One 
of the bis nvlnllon companies has 
developed and bcfjun manufacture of 
a large plastic airplane for trnnsport- 
InR freight as well as troops. Another 
aviation concern has plans for a hune 
300 ton plane capable of carryinR 80 
tons of war material at speeds 25 to 
30 times the rate of convoys plough- 
ing the seven sens to distant theatres 
of war. Such a plane could make at 
lca.st 25 round trips to one of an 
ocean freighter. Two of them would 
equal carrying capacity of an 8000 
ton freighter and would cost not 
much more to build In less time with 
the marked advantage of quickly 
transporting troops or war supplies 
whore vitally needed, free of sub- 
marine menace and danger of bomb- 
Ins white untoadine at port of de- 
barkation. 

Commercial aviation has grown by 
leaps and bounds since the last war; 
particularly in past ten yeors. What 
can be expected of It after this war? 
On April 19th of this year Percy E. 
Dates, chairman of the Cunnrd 
Steamship Co.. In a statement pub- 
lished In London, pointed out post- 
war possibilities of serious compe- 
tition between airlines and trans- 
oceanic steamships for passengers. 
One of the foremost aeronautical en- 
gineers engaged in manufacture of 
wartime planes. Mr. Grover Loening, 
recently stated that airplanes must 
reploce ocean-going vessels complete- 
ly, not only for passenger trafllc but 
also for heavy frelghL He predicted 
this would happen Immediately after 
the war. 

Jas E. McDevitl, an aviation ensi- 
neer from the World War, has de- 
signed a monster airplane which is 
all body with no wings; i.e., it Is a 
flying wing ranging from 500 tons to 
3D00 tons weight and. If desirable, 
even larger. It is powered by 60,000 
horsepower of high-octane gas mo- 
tors, directly operating the propellers 
In large wind funnels running full 
length of Uie plane. The air Is 
sucked In ot high speed through 
openings at front of (lying wing and 
discharged at end of the tunnels 
from rear of the plane. Some of the

Chinese Find Map Showing 

Foe Planned to Enmesh 

Quarter of Globe, 



WASHINGTON, - Japan's dream 
of Q "Greater East Asia Co-Pros- 
perity Splicre"— according to a map 
recently reported to have fallen into 
the hands of the Chinese govern- 
ment—would enmesh more than a 
billion people and dominate more 
than a quarter of the earth's sur- 
face, the National Geographic so- 
ciety computes. 

As described in the Chungking dis- 
patch, the map covered Russia's 
share of Sakhalin -island, the Asia 
mainlond to and including Iran in 
the south, and Siberia to the Urals in 
the north; the northern tip of Aus- 
tralia; and all the islands of the 
Southwest Pacific. Hawaii was slr-t- 
ed to have been specifically omitted 
from the proposed Japanese-con- 
trolled sphere. 

To bring such a chart to reality, 
the Japanese would have to estab- 
lish domination over practically all 
the kinds of terrain the world ofTors, 
OS well as most of the races of the 
human family, the society points 
out. ■* 

Greatly Varied Regions. 

The regions concerned vary from 
the vost desert stretches of the 
"Dead Heart of Asia" to the humid 
jungles of British Malaya, from the ' 
Arctic wastes of the Siberian tun- 
dra and the lonely plateaus and peaks 
of Tibet's "Lost Horizon" land, to 
the busy oil-soaked (lals of Iran. 
They contain some of the most fer- 
tile and the most desolate areas on i 
earth; the highest mountains and I 
the deepest seas; the wettest spots 
in the world, and some of the cold- 
est and the hottest weather known 
to man. 

In size, the individual territorial 
units marked for "Co-Prosperity" 
range from tiny coral islets to the 
vast reaches of Siberia, some 5,000,- 
000 square miles in extent. The 
names of countries concerned (some 
of them already under tlie flag of 
the Rising Sun) read like n section 
from a gazetteer. Already overrun 
in part or in whole are Manchukuo, 
Inner Mongolia, Cliina, French Indo- 
china, Thailand, British Malaya, the 
Philippines, the Netherlands Indies, 



and 



Burma, Borneo, NcW Guli. 
near-by smaller islands. 

Designed for conquest are Siberia 
(with northern Sakhalin island), Out- 
er Mongolia, Tibet, India, Afghani- 
stan, Iran, northern Australia, and 
the main bulk of the southwestern 
Pacific islands. 

Control <O0,0OO,OO0 People. 

In estimated round numbers, the 
Japanese so far have succeeded in 
bringing under their control some 
400,000,000 people and more than 
2,500,000 square miles of territory. 
These figures represent the comple- 
tion of roughly a little less than 
two-fifths of the population involved 
and between one-sixth and one-sev- 
enth of the land area as reported 
mapped. 

The races of Asia and the Pacific 
islands are more varied in type 
than those of any other major re- 
gion, from the cameo-featured Hin- 
du to the broad-faced Mongol; from 
the cream-colored, slant-eyed Eura- 
sian to the woolly-haired black, with 
crude ornaments in his nose and 
ears. There are Tatars, Malays, 
Polynesians and Negritos; the Ma- 
oris of New Zealand, Dravidians of 
India, Kurds of Iran. Kalmucks of 
western China and Siberia, Papuans 
of Now Guinea, the Singhalese of 
Ceylon, Annamese of French Indo- 
china, the Pathans, Turcomans and 
Tadjiks of soulh-central Asia. There 
are the "fighting Igorots" of the 
Philippines and the famed warlike 
tribes of Gurkhas in the wild, inde- 
pendent kingdom of Nepal, between 
northern India and Tibet. 

These peoples speak hundreds of 
dilTercnt languages and practice fan- 
tastically assorted religions and oth- 
er customs of life and work.

Into \yilds to Secure 

Subjects for Art. 



NEW YORK— A woman with dark 
red hair walked softly in the jungle 
0/ Paraguay to kill a jaguar. - 

She saw a black spotted body 
touched by a flare of sunlight, lifted 
her rifle, fired— and missed. The 
lean cat sprang away, and a hunter 
beside her killed it with a single 
arrow. Vividly Miss Irene Hamar, 
29 years old, native of Sao Paolo, 
Brazil, daughter of a Brazilian cof- 
fee planter, remembers now the 
powerful throb of the native hunter's 
bow, the arc of that arrow. 

She remembers the moment when 
a hooked tarpon pulled her into the 
sea off Cuba, and the instant of tee- 
tering balance while she sped down 
a ski run on a Chilean mountain. 

But— those aren't the most excit- 
ing moments of her life, she told 
Frank K. Kelly, Wl-le World writer. 

The minutes which have sot the 
deepest excitement in her throat 
have come, she declares, in the 
sudden emergence of living R-'urcs 
from hard cut stone, after d::"ys o/ 
struggle with a sculptor's hammer.

Brazilian sculjnure ever held in 
New York. She has 160 major 
works to her credit, many of them 
created in her studio overlooking 
the great harbor of Rio de Janeiro. 

"I work 10, 12. or 14 hours a day 
there, for weeks and months," .she 
murmurs. "How many hours, how 
long it takes, doesn't matter if I see 
something in the stone." 

She has been engaged in sculpture 
for 17 years, beginning as a child 
by making plastic masques of the 
faces of the people she saw around 
her. 

"It's a little like wrestling, a little 
like boxing with some one hidden 
from you," she believes. "I do not 
often make plastic models now. I 
attairk the stone directly. I feci the 
dust in my face, I see something 
taking a form, coming alive for me. 
That is the best moment of all." 

Miss Hamar studied in Paris and 
traveled through Europe several 
years in the middle 1930.S, learned 
to speak French, English, Spanish, 
Italian and German in addition to 
her native Portuguese. 

Like.s Those Faces! 

"The people everywhere have 
such fascinating faces," she says. 
"When I was a child. I couldn't help 
making masques of such wonderful 
expressions, such strange heads." 

Although her exhibition included 
many portraits taken from people 
she has known, many of the figures 
were cut and hammered to fulfill 
the urges of her imacination, to 
give shape to what she felt was hid- 
den in masses of white and rose

An Article of Distinction. 

From the inevitoble loneliness of 
an artist's studio. Miss Hamar turns 
often to the sea and to the swift 
thrill of .skiing in Chile or Argen- 
tina. She holds medals for her skill 
as a ski runner and ski jumper, and 
she has caught huge tarpon in the 
Atlantic. 

"Once I went out with some 
friends from Havana, and a tarpon 
pulled me riglu from the boat," she 
recalls. "As you say it— believe me, 
I let him go. It was not exactly 
what you would call an easy game 
of pingpong." 

She has made trips up the Amazon 
river, visited the villages of the 
Bolivian Indians, and explored the 
vast jungle of the Matto Grosso 
plateau in Paraguay. It was in the 
jungle near this plateau that she 
went on foot with native hunters in 
search of jaguars.

Farm Building Must 
Have Board*s Permit 

WPB Recognizes Need of 
Limited Construction 



County war boards of the United 
States department of agriculture 
will co-operate with the War Pro- 
duction board in handling applica- 
tions for authorization to begin con- 
struction work on farms, the War 
Production board announced. 

The United States department of 
agriculture is co-operating with the 
WPB in formulating policies under 
which county and state U. S. D. A. 
war boards will make recommenda- 
tions covering farm residential and 
agricultural construction. Projects 
recommended by these boards will 
be forwarded to the War Produc- 
tion board for final approval. 

Order L-41, issued by the War 
^Production board, prohibits the start 
of unauthorized construction proj- 
ects which use materials, labor and 
construction equipment needed in

the war efTort, and places all new 
publicly and privately financed con- 
struction under rifjid control. 
The War Production board 
recognizes that a limited amount 
of construction by farmers Is 
necessary to maintain and in- 
crease production to meet agri- 
cultural goals and that certain- 
ofT-the-farm facilities are also 
needed for the production, han- 
dling and processing of farm 
products, 

A farmer planning to begin con- 
struction which needs aulhorizalion 
should consult his county United 
States department of agriculture 
war board. 

All farm projects, including resi- 
dential, agricultural, and ofT-lhe- 
farm construction, such as ware- 
houses, processing plants, cream- 
eries, etc., will be considered first 
by the United States department of 
ngricijUure county war boards. Ap- 
plications for projects recommend- 
ed by these boards will be sent to 
state war boards and then to the 
department of agriculture. 

The department will consider 
the recommendations and send 
to the War Prwluction board for 
final approval tfiose which are 
deemed essential. 

So far as residential construction 
is concernGd, farm dwellings arc 
covered by the same regulations 
as other residential construction. If 
farm residential construction, dur- 
ing any 12-month period, costs less 
than $500 per farm, no authori- 
zation is necessary. Likewise no 
authorization is required for con- 
struction begun prior to April 9, 19-12; 
for maintenance and repairs; or 
for reconstruction or restoration of 
farm residential construction dam- 
aged or destroyed after Decem- 
ber 31, 1941, by fire, flood, tornado, 
earthquake, act of God or by public 
enemy. 



Take Care of Your 
•Milking Machine as 
Parts Are Hard to Get 

The milking machine is essential 
to wartime agricultural production, 
and must be cared for properly be- 
cause shorloges of rubber and metal 
will not permit normal replacement. 

The following rules for the care of 
rubber milking machine parts are 
BUg'gosted: 

Use two separate sets of liners, 
nllcrnating them each week. Rub- 
ber needs "rest." 

Keep liners tight in teat-cup 
shells. 

Keep milker rubber parts clean 
and free from all buttcrfat, which 
causes deterioriation. 

Rubber cuts easily when wet. Use 
care in assembly and disassembly 
of units. 

Do not use chlorine solutions of a 
strength exceeding 250 parts per 
million, for q,xcossively strong 
chlorine solutions will injure rub- 
ber, 

If lyo is used in the care of rub- 
ber, parts, be sure that it does not 
remain in contact with the metal 
parts. 



Battling Soil Erosion 

Legume crops such as alfalfa, clo- 
ver, soybeans and lespedeza are be- 
ing used witJi increasing success as 
"heavy artillery" in fighting the bat- 
tle of soil erosion. Legumes keep the 
topsoil'in place, deposit nitrogen in 
soil nnd provide it with needed 
supplies of organic matter. To do 
their befit work, legumes should bo 
reinforced by intelligent soil man- 
agement such OS tiic use of fertiliz- 
ers high in phosphorus and potash. 



The family is still the fundamental 
unit of society, and is therefore of 
more Importance than the church, 
the state, or the social order of 
which it is a vital part. Every force 
which encourages the breakdown of 
the sacred relationships of the home 
and family is set for the destruction 
of society itself. 

Men have too. often chosen to go 
the way of the flesh, and therefore 
they have disregarded God's plan 
and purpose. But marriage is just 
as sacred as ever in His sight; the 
home is to be kept for Him; and 
brotherly love still finds a high place 
among the virtues of real men. 

Today's lesson is a continuation of 
the story of Joseph's life. As we 
study it we must boar in mind Jos- 
eph's dealings with his brethren, 
who as yet did not recognize him 
as the one they had sold into cap- 
tivity. He was bringing them kind- 
ly but definitely to the point of real 
repentance, so that he could show 
himself gracious to them. 

To do so he had brought disaster 
upon them. Being happily on their 
way homeward with a new supply 
of food, they were overtaken and 
proved to bo thieves, and Benja- 
min, the beloved of their father Ja- 
cob, stood condemned by their own 
words, to death. 

In that crisis the mouths of the 
others seemed closed, but Judah, 
who hod really saved Joseph's life 
(Gen. 37:26, 27) and who had ap- 
parently come to himself as a man 
of essential goodness, pleaded for 
Benjamin's life. That pica present- 
ed a truly sacrificial brotherly love, 
as he manifested 

I. Courage (v. 18). 

Easy rests the yoke of family life 
OS long as all is joyful and prosper- 
ous. But when adversity striices, 
when sorrow comes, or siclmess, or 
sin, then tiie true test of devotion 
is at hand. 

It was a brave and manly thing 
for Judah to stand before the one 
whom he knew only as the man 
who was "even as Pharaoh." The 
circumstances were all a^iinst him. 
He expected the flaming anger of 
the olfended ruler. His brethren 
had collapsed in despair. It was one 
of those dark hours which come to 
every family wlien someone must 
demonstrate true love by being 
strong-hearted and steady. 

II. Intelligence (vv. ID-29). 

Crises coll for more than a cheer- 
ful smile or an encouraging word, 
mucli as they may moan in such an 
hour. We must be prepared by our 
close contact with our loved ones to 
speak and act with vigor and as- 
surance. 

Judah's plea is a masterpiece of 
argumentation and appeal, demon- 
strating that he was not only well- 
informed about his family and its 
problems, but ready to use his 
knowledge skillfully and cfTectively. 

III. Self-Denial (vv. 30-33). 
One step deeper goes the devotion 

of this man to his father and his 
brother. He had done no»wrong that 
merited punishment, but evidently 
his brother Benjamin had been 
guihy. Had he been of the spirit of 
Cain he would have said, "Am I 
my brother's keeper?" and iet him 
answer for himself. Why should Ju- 
dah suffer for another? 'Wliy should 
ho allow himself to be imprisoned in 
a strange land to save his father 
from sorrow and his brother from 
what seemed to l)c the just reward 
for his deeds? 

Thus reasons the man of tlic 
world, but such is not the language 
of the true brother, who says, "Let 
lliy servant abide instead of the lad 
as n bondman." 

IV. Love (V. 31). j 
Love for fother and brotlier un- 

dorlids nil of tlie courage, conviction 
and self-sacrifice of a man like Ju- 
dah. In his younger years, and' 
possibly under the inliuenco of his I 
brothers, he had failed in that re- 
spect, but now his real devotion to 
his brother was evident. 

Tiiat alfoction was a real, power- 
ful, and beautiful thing, and yet it 
is but a faint prefiguring of the af- 
fection of the One who "stickelh 
closer than a brother," wlio "though 
he was rich, yet for your sokes lie 
became poor, that ye through his 
poverty might be rich" (Prov. 18: 
24; n Cor. 8:9). 

Let us improve the opportunity to 
leview our relations with our own 
family, to determine whether there 
is aught that we in intelligent nnd 
courageous self-sacrifice should do 
for our own.

ers. Their confession of faith enjoins 
■the practice of foot-wasihing, the inter- 
marriage only of meni^jcrs of the same 
faith, non-resistance of violence, and 
foribids the taking of oaths. Tliey re- 
ject infant 'baptism, accept no' public 
offices except those connected with 
tlie management of s-chools.- Minrs- 
ters, ciders and deacons are chosen 
from the congregations. Tlie Amish 
l)rar.ch of the Mennonites was founded 
in .1(320. They practice plainness of 
drfs>, and the use of hook-s instead of 
■Ijuttons: wear no jewelry, and lead tlic 
simple life. Men wear chin wbiskcr-s. 
They stick to the horse and 'buggy as 
tlie approved method of trans])orta- 
tion; although the younger uset is grad- 
ually slipping away from the age old 
customs.

SOLOMON ISLANDS: 

Marines Landed 

The marines had landed. The Jap- 
infested Solomon islands northeast 
of Australia wore the site. After

RUSSIA: 

Cossacks No Barrier 

The emphasis whicli Russian com- 
muniques placed on "snber-beanng 
Cossacks" suggested that the Red 
forces in the Caucasus lacked the 
heavy tank and armored equipment 
with which Nazi advances had pre- 
viously been repelled. 

The appearance of new geograph- 
ic names in the communiques— 
Cherkess, Kolelnikovski, Krasnodor 
and Maikop— indicated the rapidity 
with which the German steamroller 
had been able to flatten out Russian 
resistance and move on to new ob- 
jectives. 

TJicrc was no doubt that Russia 
needed a second front and know it. 

A Soviet communique acknowl- 
edged that one swift thrusl had 
brought the Nazis to Minernlync 
Vodv. only HO miles as the crow 
flics* from the oil wells of Grozny. 

But things were not conipl'-'tely 
hopekss. While the Germans had 
seized some oil in the Maikop area 
of Iho Caucapus, the big prize was 
still aut of tlieir reach. Between 
them and Baku rose the barrier of 
the Caucasus mountains. Moreover, 
Marshal Timoshenko's forces wore 
contesting every mile of advance 
stubbornly. 

In an area north of the Caucasus 
the Russian position was grave, for 
Stalingrad, industrial city of the Vol- 
ga, was menaced by a Nazi pincers 
movement from the KJoi.'^kaya area 
on the north and the K*iielnikovski 
sector in the south.

The effectiveness of the entire of- 
fensive was indicated by a commu- 
nique from General MacArthur's 
headquarters in Australia which re- 
'pbrted that the marines had cap- 
tured a Japanese airfield on Guada- 
canal island. 

Intent on India and massing 
strength along the Sibt-nan frontier, 
the Japanese command did nut like 
the idea of on American ofTcnsive in 
the Solomons. An oiTensive it was. 
however, with l!:e inle:;t of regaining 
lost territory, cutting a wedge into 
Japanese supply lines and carrying 
the fight to the enemy. 

The marines were only a part of 
the attacking task force under com- 
mand of Vice Admiral Robert L. 
Ghormley. Tlu'V performed the nec- 
essary landing and cross-country 
fighting operations. But back of 
them was stcut naval power and 
strong air. forces which _gave the 
Yankees a superiority the Japs had 
hitherto held. 



ALEUTIANS: 
Japs Pay Dearly 

Japan was paying a high price 
for the occupation of three western 
Aleutian islands. That was evident 
when a nnvv communique disclosed 
that 21 Jnp'ships had been sunk or 
damaged, an undetermined number 
of airplanes lost and important 
shore installations had been blasted 
since the invasion was first under- 
taken. 

Latest exploit was a surprise at- 
tack by an American task force on 
Kiska harbor. Caught unawares, 
the Japs replied to the first Amer- 
ican shells with anti-aircraft fire. 
In the raid, the navy said, shore 
batteries were silenced by cruisers 
and destrovers, fires started in the 
enemy camp area, a cargo ship ap- 
parently sunk and "the onfe' resist- 
ance encountered was from air- 
craft." 

Kiska is the Japs' main base in 
the Aleutians, although the Nippon- 
ese have also occupied Attu and Ag- 
gattu. at the tip of the island chain. 

WAR SITUATION: 

Realism Required 

Examining the war situation with 
cold realism. Senator Millard E. 
Tvdings, ranking majority member 
of the senate naval adairs commit- 
tee, warned that a United Nations 
victorv cannot be expected before 
1P44 at the earliest. And. added the 
Marvland senator, the sooner the 
American people realize what lies 
ahead, the better oil the United 
States will bo. 

"It ought to be perfectly obvious 
to anv one that, barring some whol- 
ly unforeseen and unpredictable 
event," lie said, in a radio broad- 
cast "there is not a chance for this 
war ending in lSl-12. and little chance | 
for it to end before 1014 at the ! 
earliest, unless, of course, the Unit- 
ed Nations are willing to submit to \ 
a llitler-dictatcd pence. ' 

Senator Tvdings said it is useless 
to hope for a revolt of^ the Gcr- - 
man peoijle against the Nazi.

Vegetable Insect Control 

Is Not a Difficult Ta'l; 

ToUow a few simple rules and con- 
trol of vegetable in.'iccts is not dif- 
ficult. 

A duster may be obtained for n 
dollar up. hut one m.ay be made r.t 
home with a tin can, a stick and a 
piece of cheese cluth. Ask the coun- 
ty extension agents how it's donr 
Next, have ready a supply of in- 
ijrcticides for use at the first sign of 
insect injury. These are cryolite 
for control of bean beetles, cucum- 
ber beetles, cabbage worms and f"th- 
er insects which feed ujwn the fruH 
and foliage of the plants; rotenimr 
and sulpluir to control tomato fruM 
worm. (U-a beetles, plant lice and 
leaf hoppers; and concentrated py- 
rethrum dust U)V squasli bugs, stink 
bugs, and harlequin calibagc bug.s 
Watch tiie garden for the first sigr 
of injury and dust both sides of 
leaves. 

Apply pni.son bail late in the after 
noon fnr control of cut worms, 
grasshoppers and adull wingless 
May beetle, or June bug. Poison 
bait also will conlrctl mole cricket.s 
whxh frequent sandy sods. 

A bait made of cryolilc. fine!;- 
t'hfjpi ed cat rots or turnip;: and wheat 
bran wilt control the adult weevil.

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Nazis Grab 4^2 
Billion Yearly 

Drain on Occupied Europe 
; Computed in Report for 
Foreign Policy Group. 

WASHINGTON.-Compared with 
the $4,500,000,000 that the Nazis 
now exact annually from occupied 
Europe, "tlie $500,000,000 which Ger- 
many was finally asked to pay as 
reparation under the Young plan is 
a drop In the bucket," declares a sur- 
vey of the economic aspects of Ger- 
man milil-ary conquests published 
by the Foreign Policy association. 
'■, . The survey was prepared by Er- 
; .nest Hediger, economic analyst of 

the association's research staff, 
I : Military conquest of virtually the 
whole continent of Europe in little 
more than two years, it declares, 
"has been accompanied not only by 
wholesale conflscation of everything 
of immediate use to the German 
war machine, but also by the ap- 
plication of an entirely new system 
of invisible and permanent looting." 
To Finance Purchases. 
"By imposing so-called occupation 
coste and exacting other financial 
tribute," it continues, "Germany 
has been able, while keeping the 
appearance of legality, to oblige the 
vanquished nations to finance its 
purchases, thus succeeding to a very 
large extent in saddling the costs of 
its war on them. 

"In fact, the material wealth 
which Nazi Germany has accumu- 
lated in the countries occupied dur- 
ing the last three years has already 
paid for several years of war 
preparation. 

"The renewable contributions ex- 
torted from the conquered terri- 
tories can be conservatively esti- 
mated at about 15 billion reichs- 
marks a year. 

"Against a background of total 
German civilian expenditure of 
38 billion reichsmarks, this means 
that if Germany could not draw on 
the resources of the occupied coun- 
tries the populations of the "old 
Reich" would have to substantially 
curtail Uieir standard of living or 
seriously reduce military expendi- 
tures. 

"The foremost consequence of 
German exploitation," Mr. Hediger 
asserts, "is a threatened large-scale 
inflation in almost all European 
countries. Under pressure, all cen- 
tral banks of the occupied countries 
have been compelled to put into cir- 
culation large amounts of local pa- 
per notes with which the German 
authorities have deprived, and are 
atlll depriving, the people of their 
belongings in a perfectly 'legal' 
way. 

Notes Drastic Measures. 

"An inflation of the spectacular 
kind, which brought the American 
dollar to a value of 4,200 billion 
marks in Germany in November, 
1923, lias been avoided to this day 
only because severe rationing and 
price control of goods of all kinds 
have been introduced in the occu- 
pied countries simultaneously with 
reparation costs. Without such 
drastic measures, prices would have 
soared to astronomic heights. 

"As living conditions slowly de- 
teriorate all over Europe," the sur- 
vey said, "unrest Is bound to grow. 
In spite of German terror methods 
of government, the people are be- 
coming increasingly outspoken in 
their resentment of problematic re- 
payment and are trying to slow 
down deliveries of foodstuffs and 
raw materials to Germany. 

"The longer the war lasts the less 
they will believe In the possibility 
of a German victory. Presently the 
last worker and the last peasant In 
occupied Europe will realize that it 
Is useless to produce goods for a 
market in which he can find almost 
nothing to buy in exchange for his 
sweat and tears, and will slow down 
his work. 

"Such passive resistance, the only 
kind possible so long as the con- 
querors and their henchmen dis- 
posed of all weapons, will call for 
larger police forces to control the 
fields and factories and will increase 
Germany's already great difUcuIties 
in ruling the conquered countries of 
Europe." ^ 

Pepper Shaker Collector 

Passes Out Some Data 

ALVA, OKLA.— How long liave 
salt and pepper shakers been in use? 
Miss Lillian Dyer, former Alva high 
school principal, says tlioy date 
back 150 years. 

Miss Dyer is a collector of salt 
and pppper shakers. She has 325 
sets of all sizes and descriptions 
from eight foreign countries and 42 
of the 48 United States. 

In her study of shakers, she 
learned they were used generally 
shortly after the Revolutionary war. 
Prior to that, cut glass pieces known 
•8 "dips" were used. Today "dips" 
■gain are becoming popular, she 
•ays.

Close-Up Movies of War 

Thrill Moscow Audience 

MOSCOW. - The first newsreel 
pictures from the Kharkov front, 
shown in Moscow, are probably the 
finest action pictures the war has yet 
produced. You see the laying of a 
barrage before the oflfensive and 
two Red army antUtank riflemen 
waiting tensely for the approach of 
German tanks. You see one man 
firing and another loading a tank 

Russian tanks, with the words. 
"F©r the Motherland" painted oii 
their turrets, are shown crashing 
iijjj villages of pulverized cottages 
and Russian assault troops are seen 
leaping through window frames to 
rout the enemy from their fort- 
resses. The whole scene occurs 
in clouds of dust, flying rubber and 
splashed earth.
